All students in the Upland 
district are expected to attend 
Upland schools, Residents in the 
disrict just north of Upland’s 
southern boundary, however, de- 
sire to send their students to the 
Edison school, which is nearer 
their homes.

'Father Rohr of Ontario in con- 
cluding a talk on boys work before | 
, the Upland Rotary club at the Up- 
/land Inn at noon today. Father 
Rohr, who had long and successful 
| experience in Boy Scout work in| 
| the east before coming to Cali-i 
fornia about two years ago, con-| 
ducted at Camp Tulakes this, 
; Summer what is said to have been | 
the most successful camp yet held | 


i for boys of that organization here. ;

| Dr. Rohr told of his methods of | 
| handling the boys and said that 


| 





| Camp Tulakes he had an average: 
‘of 81 boys a week. In_ these! 
groups, he stated, were all types 
of boys—even to one who was on 
‘parole. He told of the most in- 
teresting daily program at camp 
and of the way in which the boys 
were put on their honor—and not 
one failed him during the entire 
period. Father Rohr noted sev- 
eral instances of what had actual- 
ly resulted in several cases 
demonstrated the good of support- 
ing such a camp for boys. 


Formative life of boys these 
days, he stated, is dominated by 
women up to a certain period and 
these camps “put a boy on his own 
among other boys.” This brings 
' out the type of boy he is and shows 
his weaknesses, giving opportunity 
for corrective measures.
